Here are a few more questions that 
service people are asking about the 
rehabilitation program, ~ 1 

“How do I apply for my Re-estab- 
lishment Credit?” 

After discharge, visit the District 
Supervisor of Re-estabishment Credit 
at the local (or nearest) office of the 
Department of Veterans’ Affairs. Te 
will want to see your War Service 
Gratuity Statement. His approval 
must be given for the use you in- 
tend to make of thle credit, If you 
want, say, to purchase furniture foy 
your home, he will be easy to con- 
vince, In this case, you would then 
go to your merchant, pay one-third 
of the bill and get an invoice for the 
other two thirds of ttle cost. This in: 
voice, together with a formal ap» 
plivation for your credit should ba 
sent to the District Supervisor who 
will pay it. You will later get a re- 
ceipt, Be sure to contact the Super- 
visor before you mdke any commit- 
ments for your credit. 

“What happens to my pay if I have 
to continue hogpital treatment after 
discharge?” 

You will get your pay. If you aré 
discharged because of sickness of 
wounds resulting from your service, 
pay and rank and dependents’ al. 
lowances are continued for up to a 
year. If you are granted pension ey- 
titlement for your condition, this 
payment may be continued longer, 
where necessary, A 

“Is the’ D.V.A. University © grant 
paid only for specia] courses, or will 
I have a free vhoice of my subjecta?” 

There is only one string attached— 
you must satisfy the rehabilitation 
officials that the courses and subjects 
vou enro}] for will actually help you 
make a living later on and that you 
are adapted for the training. Where 
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your course is a technical one, there 
won't be much doubt about it. On the 
other hand, some people—those plan- 
ning to teach, for example—would 
certainly be eligible to take subjects 
wihicti might not look very practical 
at first glance. 


NO SCIENTIFIC BASIS TO 
POPULAR BELIEFS 

Several popular beliefs about milk 
have no scientifiv basis, states the 
Nutrition Division of the Depart- 
ment of National Health and Wel. 
fare, One is that fish and milk 
should not be eaten together. The 
folly of this idea say nutritionists, 
{s proven by the fact that many peo- 
ple enjoy eating chowders made of 
fish and milk without suffering any 
ill effects, 

The nutritiogicts explode another 
common belief that milk and other 
acid food such as oranges are harm- 
ful when served together, The fact 
that such a mixture makes the milk 
curdle probably caused this belief. 
The stomach acid, however, also 
turns milk into a curd. Actually the 
curd produved in the stomach ‘by a 
mixture of fruit acids and milk is 
finer and easier to digest than the 
milk curd produced by the stomach 
acid alone. 

Still another belief is that milk is 
constipating. This is also untrue. 
There is sufficient residue from milk 
for normal intestinal functioning, 
state the nutrition experts,

It is also possible that at 
some time, a substance more accessible and more plentiful than uranium 
might be found for this purpose. Although there appears to be many 
possibilities for the use of this great discovery for the benefit of mankind 
in time of peace, its threat as a weapon of war cannot for a moment be 
forgotten, and it makes more urgent than ever, the need for some means 
of keeping the world at peace.

Whether the atomic bomb is to be a weapon 
of peace, or whether it is to be used for war- 
fare of unprecedented horror, remains to be 
seen, The two which were dropped on Japan 
were the means of ending a war which otherwise would have lasted for 
months, or perhaps years, and would have cost many times the lives 
destroyed by these two bombs. The dropping of thcse bombs, however, 
may in the future be looked upon as a turning point in history. General 
Douglas MacArthur in his speech on the occasion of the signing of the 
Japanese surrender expressed the thought that if we are to survive it will 
be necessary for the spirit to preserve the flesh. Certainly it is more urgent 
now than ever before that at least the majority of nations find a way of 
working together in mutual trust and co-operation and of preventing the 
occurrence of another war, whose horrors cannot easily be imagined.

The low power explosion has im- 
portant implications for world safety, 
in the promise that in producing 
atomic power for peace the engineers 
will deal with a force much greater, 
in desructive capacity, than the ac- 
cidents in steam and gasoline power 
plants. 

The two kinds of atomic explo- 
sions depend, respectively, on fast 
neutrons for an atomic bomb and 
slow neutrons for atomic power. The 
American Official report by Dr. H. D. 
Smith made it clear that the bomb 
depended on fast neutrons. The Bri- 
tish report tells more exactly why 
this is so. 

‘Fast neutrons are uncharged part- 
icles that travel at thousands of miles 
a second and with energies of mil- 
lions of volts each. Slow neutrons 
drop to energies of only a few volts 
or even fractions of volts, and also 
to a few miles a second in speed. 

But these slow neutrons are about 
10 times more effective than the fast 
kind in producing the splits on 
cores of uranium or plutonium atoms. 

Their very slowness prevents their 
use, in an atomic bomb. 

A peculiarity of the atomic: explo- 
sives, uranium 235, and plutonium is

| closely-packed mass, 


The huge plant in the state of 
Washington that converts common 
non-explosive uranium 238 into plu- 
tonium uses slow neutrons to pro- 
duce its transmutation reactions. It 
is possible to control the slow neu- 
tron reactions, so that they are safe 
from explosions.

uranium is concentrated. The fast 
neutrcn explosive effect becomes pos- 


sible only when the rare uranium 235 | 


is extracted from common uranium 
and concentrated. 


A Rare Metal 


Mined At Great Slave Lake, It Is 
In Great Demand 


On the lonely, ncrtheast shore of 


Great Slave Lake there is a small} 


mining “camp. The buildings are 
humble and unimpressive. Yet this 
location ig an important Canadian 
source of tantalum—a neglected rare 
metal now in demand owing to the 
new uses found for it. 

Tantalum has the peculiar pro- 
perty of allowing an electric current 
to flow through it in only one direc- 
tion, It forms a number of important 
alloys with nickel, chromium, molyb- 
denum, iron and other metals and 
these alloys are used in surgical and 
dental instruments. With carben it 
forms tantalum carbide which ap- 
proaches the diamond in hardness and 
does not melt at 3000 deg. C. Wire 
made from tantalum is stronger than 
steel wire. The metal can be easily 
colored and used in jewellery, It is 


}used in radio tubea. 


Recently it has been found that 
it makes an ideal substance for sur- 


geons to use in the human body to 


replace portions of the skull or other 
bones. It has a very high resistance 
to corrosion and will last almost 
indefinitely. :

PRODUCE?

(Note this is the third of a serics 
by this well known authority, written 
expressly for the Weekly Press of 
the Prairie Provinces.) 


Ip any consideration of a production 
plan for the prairie provinces we im- 
mediately face the question of the 
relutive importance of grains and live- 
stock, agd the means by which we can 
combine the two to best advantage. 
(We want to utilize our different soils 
to best advantage, make the most use- 
ful contribution to the world’s food 
pile, and at.the same time maintuin 
our land in good condition for future 
generations. 

We should aim to develop cur pro. 
duction ‘in accordayce with the natura! 
advantages and limitations of each 
soil zone and probable world demands 
for different types of food products, 
Witt respect to he latter there are 
many unknown quantities at the pres- 
time, It is certain, however, that 
there are approximately two and one 
quarter billion people in the world 
and that a large perceytage of these 
should be better fed than they have 
been in the past. 
plies have been long on starch) and 
short on protein, To balance the 
world diet more livestock, dafry, and 
poultry products will tbe required. 
Reports presented at the United Na- 
tions Food and Agriculture Cone 
ference indicated that practically all

will move from thie west to the east 
to,assist in maintaining the livestock 
population on eastern farms and some 
wil] be exported to other countries 
for miling, brewing and other uaes, 
As a long term policy, however, we 
should plan to convert the bulk of our 
coarse grains into livestock products 
on western farms, This will be par- 
ticularly true the further the location 
is from terminal shipping facilities, 
Western farms are a long way from 
the ultimate consumer and we must 
as far as possible, ship our products
